Memorial Day holiday 
nearing 150 th anniversary 



Memorial Day may be 
the unofficial kick-off to 
summer, but as we ready 
for the upcoming holiday 
weekend, it is vital that 
we never forget it is much 
more than that. It is also a 
time when we as a nation 
pause to mourn and to re¬ 
flect upon those men and 
women who paid the ulti¬ 
mate price defending our 
freedom. 

The holiday is nearing 
its 150th anniversary, and 
given that it came about in 
the wake of the Civil War, 
it seems appropriate that 
there is still some debate 
between the North and 


South about its exact origin. 

Many claim it started in 
Mississippi when widows of 
Confederate soldiers deco¬ 
rated the nearby graves of 
Union soldiers, knowing the 
families of these men were 
grieving as well. Two dozen 
other towns in Georgia, Vir¬ 
ginia, Illinois and Pennsyl¬ 
vania also cite themselves as 
the birthplace. 

It wasn’t until 1966, 
however, that Congress set¬ 
tled the issue, at least offi¬ 
cially, when it declared that 
Memorial Day first began in 
Waterloo, New York. Five 
years later, the holiday was 
designated to always be on 


the last Monday in May. 

No matter where it be¬ 
gan, the first large observance 
could not have been held in a 
more fitting place: Arlington 
National Cemetery, whose 
150th anniversary was last 
week. 

This cemetery is on land 
that once belonged to Con¬ 
federate General Robert E. 
Lee and, earlier, the adopt¬ 
ed son of President George 
Washington. Now, it is the fi¬ 
nal resting place for 400,000 
men and women. 

Altogether, more than 42 
million people have served 
our country, of which 1.3 
million paid the ultimate 


sacrifice. Nearly half of 
those casualties were in 
the Civil War, or more 
than the United States lost 
overall during World War 
I, World War II, Korea and 
Vietnam. 

Kentucky has a long 
history of going above and 
beyond to answer the call 
of duty. Our state, for ex¬ 
ample, saw more soldiers 
die than every other state 
combined during the War 
of 1812. 

Kentucky is now home 
to 339,000 veterans. Those 
in their sixties compose 
the biggest age group, and

May is Mental Health Month 


J 


Each year millions of 
Americans face the reality of 
living with a mental health 
condition. During the month of 
May, NAMI and the rest of the 
country are bringing awareness 
to mental illness. NAMI is the 
National Alliance on Mental 
Illness, the largest grassroots 
mental health organization ded¬ 
icated to improving the lives 
of persons living with serious 
mental illness and their fami¬ 
lies. Each year we fight stigma, 
provide support, educate the 
public and advocate for equal 
care. Each year, the movement 
grows stronger. In 2013, Presi¬ 
dent Obama proclaimed May as 
National Mental Health Aware¬ 
ness Month and brought the is¬ 
sue of mental health to the fore¬ 
front of our nation’s thoughts. 

We believe that these issues 
are important to address year 
round, but highlighting these 
issues during May provides a 
time for people to come togeth¬ 
er and display the passion and 
strength of those working to 
improve the lives of the tens of 
millions of Americans affected 
by mental illness. 

What is mental illness? 

A mental illness is a medi¬ 
cal condition that disrupts a 
person’s thinking, feeling, 
mood, ability to relate to oth¬ 
ers and daily functioning. Just 
as diabetes is a disorder of the 
pancreas, mental illnesses are 
medical conditions that often 
result in a diminished capacity 
for coping with the ordinary de¬ 
mands of life. 

One in four adults (ap¬ 
proximately 61.5 million 
Americans) experiences men¬ 
tal illness in a given year. One 
in 17 (about 13.6 million) live 
with a serious mental illness 
such as schizophrenia, major 
depression or bipolar disorder. 
Approximately 20% of youth 
ages 13 to 18 experience severe 
mental disorders in a given 
year. For ages 8 to 15 the esti¬ 
mate is 13%. 

Serious mental illnesses 
include major depression, 
schizophrenia, bipolar disor¬ 
der, obsessive compulsive dis¬ 
order (OCD), panic disorder, 
posttraumatic stress disorder 
(PTSD) and borderline person¬ 
ality disorder. The good news 
about mental illness is that re¬ 
covery is possible. 

Mental illnesses can affect 
persons of any age, race, reli¬ 
gion or income. Mental illness¬ 
es are not the result of personal 
weakness, lack of character or 
poor upbringing. Mental ill¬ 
nesses are treatable. Most peo¬ 
ple diagnosed with a serious 
mental illness can experience 
relief from their symptoms by 
actively participating in an in¬ 
dividual treatment plan. 

What does recovery look 


like? 

As people become familiar 
with their illness, they recog¬ 
nize their own unique patterns 
of behavior. If individuals rec¬ 
ognize these signs and seek 
effective and timely care, they 
can often prevent relapses. 
However, treatment must be 
continuous. Individuals who 
live with a mental illness also 
benefit tremendously from tak¬ 
ing responsibility for their own 
recovery. Once the illness is 
adequately managed, one must 
monitor potential side effects. 

The notion of recovery 
involves a variety of perspec¬ 
tives. Recovery is a process that 
includes traditional elements of 
mental health and aspects that 
extend beyond medication. Re¬ 
covery from serious mental ill¬ 
ness also includes attaining, and 
maintaining, physical health as 
another cornerstone of wellness. 
The recovery journey is unique 
for each individual. There are 
several definitions of recovery; 
some grounded in medical and 
clinical values, some grounded 
in context of community and 
some in successful living. One 
of the most important principles 
is this: recovery is a process, 
not an event. The uniqueness 
and individual nature of recov¬ 
ery must be honored. While 
serious mental illness impacts 
individuals in many ways, the 
concept that all individuals can 
move towards wellness is para¬ 
mount.

Improve your 
health by reducing 
your sodium

We are a nation that 
loves salt. Unfortunately, 
too much sodium can cause 
you to retain excess fluid in 
the body, putting pressure 
on your heart. This can lead 
to high blood pressure, one 
of the major risk factors for 
heart disease. The American 
Heart Association estimates 
that about one in three 
Americans will be diagnosed 
with high blood pressure at 
some point in their lives. For 
people with diabetes, their 
chances of also getting high 
blood pressure are doubled. 

The American Heart 
Association suggests people 
consume no more than 1,500 
milligrams of sodium each 
day. That equals a little more 
than half a teaspoon. Most 
Americans 2 years old and up 
consume twice that amount- 
more than 3,400 milligrams 
a day. 

Fortunately, you can 
make dietary changes that 
can help you reduce your risk 
for both diseases by reducing 
your sodium intake. 

Reducing sodium can be 
difficult, because it is in so 
much more than just the salt 
we sprinkle onto our foods 
at the dinner table. About 
75 percent of the sodium we 
consume is added to food 
during processing; it is used 
to lengthen the food’s shelf 
life and improve the texture. 
The CDC did a study to 
determine the major sources 
of sodium in the American 
diet. The following foods 
topped the list (in order): 
bread and rolls, cold cuts 
and cured meats, pizza, fresh 
and processed chicken and 
canned soups. 

High amounts of sodium 
are also found in unexpected 
places including condiments, 
dairy products, chewing 
tobacco and snuff. 

The National Institutes of 
Health suggest the following 
tips for reducing or cutting 
back on your sodium: 

• Buy fresh, plain, frozen 
or canned vegetables labeled 
no salt added. 

• Use fresh poultry, fish 
and lean meats rather than 
canned or processed. 

• Season with herbs, 
spices and other salt-free 
seasonings instead of salt. 

• Cook rice, pasta and hot 
cereal without added salt. 

• Choose convenience 
foods that are lower in salt. 

• Rinse canned foods that 
contain salt to remove some 
of the sodium. 

• Purchase foods with 
low sodium, reduced sodium 
or no salt added when 
available. 

• Choose ready-to-eat 
breakfast cereals that are 
lower in sodium. 

By reading food labels 
at the grocery store, you can 
get an idea of the amount 
of sodium in individual 
foods. Focus particularly 
on the Percent Daily Value 
information on the nutrition 
label to see the percent of 
your daily allowance you’re 
getting from a serving of a 
particular food. This will 
help you compare products 
and make healthier choices. 

Since salt does add 
flavor to foods, it may take 
you a week or two to get 
used to eating items with 
less or without salt. For more 
information on healthy eating, 
contact the Bracken County 
office of the University 
of Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service.

KU unveils upgraded 
Outage Map 

Since its initial launch in 
2010, the Kentucky Utilities 
Company and Louisville Gas 
and Electric Company online 
outage map has become a 
valuable tool for customers, 
media, emergency operations 
and government agencies in 
providing near real-time out¬ 
age data. Now, the company 
is taking the outage map to 
the next level, launching the 
next generation of features to 
keep pace with ever-chang¬ 
ing technology. 

The updated map, which 
is easily accessible from the 
LG&E and KU website, now 
includes: 

• Mobile-friendly capa¬ 
bility - The map will now 
render to mobile devices 
to better view outages in a 
particular region, county or 
neighborhood. 

• A weather radar layer 
- Similar to what meteorolo¬ 
gists use during their weather 
reports, the automatic radar 
layer provides real-time im¬ 
agery of storms coming into 
the region. (This feature can 
be turned off manually if pre¬ 
ferred.)

The Maysville Farm 
Service Agency (Serving 
Bracken, Mason and Rob¬ 
ertson Counties), is currently 
conducting sign-up for the 
Emergency Assistance for 
Livestock, Honeybees and 
Farm-Raised Fish Program 
(ELAP) to eligible producers 
who suffered losses begin¬ 
ning October 1, 2011, and 
subsequent years. 

ELAP provides pay¬ 
ments to eligible producers 
of livestock, honeybees, and 
farm-raised fish to help to 
compensate for losses due 
to disease (including cattle 
tick fever), adverse weather, 
or other conditions, such as 
blizzards and wildfires, as 
determined by the Secretary. 
ELAP was authorized by the 
Agricultural Act of 2014 (the 
2014 Farm Bill) as a perma¬ 
nent program and provides 
retroactive authority to cover 
losses that occurred on or af¬ 
ter Oct. 1, 2011. ELAP pro¬ 
vides payments to eligible 
producers of livestock, hon¬ 
eybees, and farm-raised fish 
to help to compensate for 
losses due to disease (includ¬ 
ing cattle tick fever), adverse 
weather, or other conditions, 
such as blizzards and wild¬ 
fires, as determined by the 
Secretary. ELAP was autho¬ 
rized by the Agricultural Act 
of 2014 (the 2014 Farm Bill) 
as a permanent program and 
provides retroactive authority 
to cover losses that occurred 
on or after Oct. 1,2011. 

ELAP assistance is pro¬ 
vided for losses not covered 
by the Livestock Forage Di¬ 
saster Program (LFP) and the 
Livestock Indemnity Pro¬ 
gram (LIP).
